A. N. Burbank Assumes Duties of Gen- 
eral Manager But Without the Title. 





The Directors of the International Paper Company Last Week 
Confirmed an Understanding Had With Mr. Burbank Where- 
by That Gentleman Consented to Assume Extra Duties. 





The directors of the International Paper Company on Wednes- 
day of last week officially confirmed an understanding had with 
A. N. Burbank, first vice president and treasurer of the company, 
whereby that gentleman reluctantly agreed to perform the duties 
of general manager of the company, but without the title of that 
office. Mr. Burbank, after much pressing, had promised his brother 
directors that he would accede to their wishes, but that he didn't 
care to be burdened with any more titles, those of vice president 
and treasurer being all he cared to struggle with. 

The announcement of the company covering the change is as 
follows:

On and after December 1, 1906, the managers of the following 
departments of this company will report to Mr. A. N. Burbank, 
first vice president: Department of manufacturing, department of 
sales, department of purchasing, department of transportation, de- 
partment of insurance and taxes, and department of secretary.

From the above list it will be seen that all but two of the de- 
partment managers will hereafter report to Mr. Burbank, namely, 
Mr. Underwood, of the wood lands department, and Mr. Curtis, 
of the construction and maintenance department. These exemp- 
tions were stipulated by Mr. Burbank himself, as he would not 
think of wrestling with any proposition that George F. Underwood 
or Warren Curtis could not settle in their respective departments. 
The managers of the six departments referred to above are W. A. 
Whitcomb, manufacturing; Tom T. Waller, sales; L. M. Bick- 
ford, purchasing; L. S. Parsons, transportation; C. W. Lyman, 
insurance and taxes, and E. W. Hyde, secretary. 

Since the death, last summer, of F. H. Parks, the company has 
been without a general manager. This office, by the way, is of 
recent origin with the International Paper Company, Mr. Parks, 
at the time of his death, having held it but about a year. The 
wisdom of relieving the president's office of the necessity of settling 
departmental questions was so obvious that the directors deter- 
mined to appoint some one to the position just as soon as the right 
man could be found. It is said that they went so far as to suggest 
bringing in an outsider. But as 30 Broad street has never yet seen 
in outsider come in to occupy any position other than a clerical 
me, the sacrilegious thought was soon banished. Then the pres- 
sure was put on Mr. Burbank, who, out of good nature, consented 
to decide questions arising in the departments above mentioned, 
yrovided the same be submitted to him in writing. 


The appointment of three assistants to the manager of the de 
partment of manufacturing has also been announced by President 
Chisholm, of the International Paper Company. The new assist- 
ants will visit the mills in the respective capacities of ground wood, 
sulphite and paper experts. Allen Curtis will look after ground 
wood matters, C. Bache-Wiig the quality of sulphite, and John T. 
Mulroy the finished product. Mr. Mulroy has recently been super- 
intendent of the company’s Watertown (N. Y.) mills. His first 
experience was at the company’s Lake George mill. 


Protective Movement Among United’s Stockholders. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Cuicaco, December 4, 1906.—The protective movement among lo- 
cal stockholders of the United Box Board and Paper Company 
today reached a stage where it was decided to send a representative 
to New York for a conference with President O. C. Barber. The 
wishes of the Chicago contingent, which represents extensive hold- 
ings in the company, then will be laid before the chief executive of 
the concern. These representations will be deliverd by Sidney 
Mitchell, of Milmine, Bodman & Co., who will meet President 
Barber and one of the leading New York interests next Tuesday. 

In a word, he will ask that President Barber use his influence to 
have the Uncas Paper Company turned over to the United Box 
Board Company, and a dividend declared on the stock of the Amer- 
ican Straw Board Company. Mr. Mitchell said today: 

“T want it understood that the Chicago stockholders are not 
antagonizing President Barber or any of the officers of the company. 
We believe that the American Straw Board Company is earning 
sufficient money to make possible a dividend which we want de- 
clared. And we want no further reorganization of the box board 
company at the reduction of capital or further juggling of the com- 
pany’s securities.” 


Burgess Sulphite Mill Still Down.

Boston, Mass., December 4, 1906.—The plant of the Burgess 
Sulphite Fibre Company, at Berlin, N. H., is still closed down, and 
it is impossible to say at this writing when it will be again started 
up, although negotiations with the working force are still going 
on. In the meantime the supply of sulphite is getting scarce and 
the price is being advanced on spot lots. During the coming 
week the sulphite fibre manufacturers will meet in New York to 
take into consideration the status of the market and to adjust prices.

Plant of Central Felt and Paper Company Sold. 


The ground, buildings ‘and mill equipment of the Central Felt and 
Paper Company at Long Island City, N. Y., have been sold. The 
buildings will be torn down to make room for a railroad terminal. 
The mill equipment has been sold to parties who intend to set it 
up elsewhere for the manufacture of paper. The entire plant was 
erected and equipped about three years ago. It was operated but 
a short time when, for some reason, it was shut down, and has 
remained idle ever since. 
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CANADA’S PROPOSED NEW TARIFF. 


Three Schedules Provided, Merchandise From Great Britain En- 
joying the Lowest Rate Instead of a Straight 33 1-3 Per Cent. 
Preferential—Changes in Paper Articles Unimportant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 3, 1906.—The event of the week has 
been, of course, the announcement of the new Canadian tariff by 
Finance Minister Fielding in his budget speech on Thursday. The 
tariff is what is known as a “three column tariff’; that is to say, 
instead of a straight tariff with a preference of 33 1-3 per cent. off 
for goods imported from Great Britain, there are now three 
schedules, the lowest of which will apply upon goods from Great 
Britain; the middle one, which will apply to goods from countries 
which give Canada preferential rates, and the highest tariff, which 
will apply to the goods from all other countries. 

The British preference goes into effect at once, but the middle 


‘ ° ° ° ° 4 
schedule will not go into effect until some nation enters into a 


treaty with Canada to let Canadian goods in at a lower rate than 
allowed other nations. It is doubtful if this tariff schedule will 
ever come into effect, although there is some talk of Japan being 
ready to negotiate for something of the kind. Goods from the 
United States will, of course, come in under the highest tariff. 

The Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, through its tariff com- 
mittee, which met in Toronto on Friday afternoon, gave out the 
following statement: “Generally speaking, the new tariff is a dis- 
appointment. The general tariff is practically the same as the old 
tariff, and will not encourage the establishment of new industries. 
‘Lhe recommendations made by the different manufacturers regard- 
ing their individual lines of industry have seemingly been disre- 
garded. The general tariff is littke or no improvement as a pro- 
tection against the United States, while, on the other hand, the 
intermediate tariff, if it is made applicable to the United States 
would be disastrous to many industries. The various manufactur- 
ing sections of the association have now under consideration the 
specific items.” 

On the whole, however, a good many of the manufacturers seem 
to be pretty well satisfied. One large manufacturer told your cor- 
respondent that he thought all manufacturers should be satisfied 
with results. The tariff was very little different from the old. 
Some duties were moved a little up and some a little down, so that 
what they would lose in one place they would gain in another; but 
he thought that the fact that the tariff was now stable for a term of 
years was a clear gain for the manufacturer. This tariff was 
framed by a free trade or revenue tariff government, so that it 
marked the lowest point to which a Canadian tariff would go for 
ten or, perhaps, twenty years. The Liberals would certainly never 
draw up a lower tariff than this one, and as the Conservative Op- 
position were still faithful to Sir John Macdonald's national policy 
of high tariff, manufacturers might rest satisfied that any revision 
that would be seen in the next ten years would be a revision 
upward 

The above was spoken by a paper manufacturer, but it is largely 
applicable all around. In schedules there are but few 
chanzes. Mill board, straw board, felt board, emery and sand- 


papers are increased from 10 to 25 per cent., and over the first

there is some grumbling, as it is not manufactured in Canada.

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AFFECTS THE INDUSTRY. 


Reduced Tonnage Would Follow Raise 
of Rate on Second Class Mail Matter. 


At the Meeting of the Chicago Trade Press Association, Held 
Last Week to Protest Against the Proposed Increase, the 
Unfairness of the Proposition Was Forcibly Brought Out. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, Ill., December 4, 1906.—Five of the Chicago Congress- 
men, United States Senator Tillman and the leading officials of 
the Chicago post office were the guests of honor at the annual 
banquet of the Chicago Trade Press Association at the Great 
Northern Hotel last week. The object of inviting the Government 
officials was to place before them in the proper light the position 
of the trade papers on the question of second class mail matter, 
which is now being investigated by Congress, and to impress upon 
them the important part which the trade papers take in developing 
the trade and resources of the nation. In this purpose the banquet 
was a success, and each of the Congressmen before leaving prom- 
ised the hosts that they would have a fair hearing before the com- 
mission at Washington, and that he would use his influence in 
behalf of the publishers. 

“Third Assistant Postmaster Madden has gone about the revision 
of the second class mail as if it were a criminal matter,” declared 
A. H. Lockwoed, of Hide and Leather. “It is not fair to place 
all the blame for the abuses on the publishers, but the lawmakers 
and law enforcers should share it equally. A new law should be 
enacted, for in twenty-five years there has not been a change, and 
even the rural mail delivery act was tacked onto an appropriation 
bill. General Madden's talk of abolishing the second class mai) is 
that of an overwrought official, and, if we did not know him, we 
would call him a ‘quitter.’ It is no small matter to pass a law 
which will drive men out of business, even though they are not rich 
and powerful. Again, the matter vitally affects the public, for if 
it becomes necessary to double subscription rates there will be a 
vigorous protest from millions of readers. They will hold some- 
one responsible, and it is time for the Congressman to have his ear 
to the ground. It is not fair to ascribe all the deficit in the second 
class department to the publishers, for millions of pounds of 
public documents and pamphlets are carried annually without 
charge to the government.” 

“One thing we do not want is to be put into the same class as 
the mail order house and advertising concern which dumps its 
printed matter into the second class mail,” said President J. N. 
Nind, after Mr. Lockwood finished. “We base our claim to recog- 
nition on the fact that we publish something for which the people 
pay, and which they want. The strict trade papers form necessarily 
almost an inconsequential part of the bulk of second class mail, as 
its tremendous tonnage is of those papers that appeal to the general 
public.” 

“I recognize the great interests of the trade papers, and I assure 
you, in behalf of the members from this city, that you will have a 
fair hearing before Congress,” said Congressman Foss. “I advise 
your association to have its facts and figures before it when it 
appears before the committee, because nine times out of ten what 
the committee recommends will pass in the House. It will be up 
to you to convince the Congressmen of the justness of your position, 
for they will approach it with an open mind and a desire to give 
every interest a fair and square deal.” 


“The trade journals may be called the nervous system of the 
commercial world, and there is no doubt that this is an important 
question,” said Congressman W. W. Wilson. “I have been advised 
that more than 50 per cent. of the country’s mail goes second 


class, and that less than 10 per cent. of the postal income comes 
from that class. There is no doubt that there are abuses. There 
is no question that advertising is sent in the shape of journals, and 
that the sample copy system is wrong.” 

Congressman Martin B. Madden, of the First Illinois District 
and a member of the Appropriations Committee, followed. He 
said: “Education from any source is useful to the people. The 
stump speakers and orators have gone out of date, and the printer's 
ink does the job, and you are the ones that spread it. You help 
to bring civilization closer together. I am willing to say right now 
to you men of energy and hustle that I will do anything and every- 
thing I can to assist the men who are building up the enterprises 
of not only Chicago but of the nation. I take it that all you ask 
is to be given the same privileges as the newspapers and other 
legitimate publications, and in that you can be assured of my 
hearty support.” 

Congressmen A. J. Sabath and James B. McDermott, who were 
elected at the last general election, but will not take their seats until 
December, 1907, also spoke and promised their assistance if the 
question is not disposed of before they become members. of the 
House. Senator Tillman stayed but a few moments, only long 
enough to hear a brief statement of the position of the publishers 

Assistant Postmaster John M. Hubbard, Superintendent of Second 
Class Matter Paul Hull, and his assistant, M. J. O'Malley, re- 
quested to be excused from publicly expressing their personal views, 
as they have been summoned to Washington to appear before the 
official committee. 

The association has already gone on record in favor of a re- 
vision of the law regarding the second class matter and the elimi 
nation of the sample copy privilege. Woop. 


No Scarcity of Pulp Wood in Wisconsin Next Year. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

AppLeton, Wis., December 3, 1906.—A great deal of speculation 
is being indulged in by the newspapers throughout the paper 
making and pulp wood districts concerning the size of the har- 
vest that may be expected the coming winter, and whether the 
conditions will be favorable for getting it out of the woods 
A great deal of information of a misleading nature has found 
its way into the papers, and an attempt has been made to create 
an impression that the crop would be smaller than last year 
Under these circumstances an authoritative expression will be 
welcomed, and your correspondent has secured it. It may be 
relied upon. Here it is: 

“You may say that we shall have no trouble in stocking the 
mills in this valley for the coming year’s requirements. The 
conditions in the woods at present are no better and no worse 
than they were at this time a year ago. In a part of the pulp 
wood country there is already from 2 to 3 feet of snow on the 
ground, and the ground underneath is not frozen, but this is al- 
most always the condition, and we have no difficulty in getting 
the wood out on ice roads. Labor is a little more plentiful than 
a year ago. We shall have no difficulty in getting the wood 
to the railroad. The only thing we are worrying about is the 
supply of cars for the first two months of the shipping season 
It looks as though the shortage is going to be worse than ever 
known before on account of the immense amount of grain to be 
moved on the roads passing through the pulp wood country, and 
the immense activity in forest products generally, which are 
taxing the car capacity and the side-track loading capacity of 
the roads to the uttermost. However, I expect we shall pull 
through in some way. We shall need 150,000 cords of spruce 
and hemlock. Quite a little talk has been created about a re- 
duction in freights on pulp wood that would be of great benefit 
to all the mills. This reduction, however, has been made only 
on the Wisconsin Central Railroad, and only applies to the 


requirements of one or two mills.” Fox River 





PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
HIGHER PRICES PREDICTED. 


The Lively Demand for All Grades, Together With the Low 
Water and Continued Shortage of Ground Wood and Sul- 
phite, Have Combined to Greatly Stiffen the Market. 


Trade is this week reported very active in all lines. The mills 
are running as full as the present water conditions will admit of. 
At some points the supply is better than at others, but the ma- 
jority of the manufacturers regard the situation as very serious, 
and the future supply is very much in doubt because of the rapid 
approach of cold weather. The output at present on nearly all 
grades of paper is barely sufficient to fill the demand, and a num- 
ber of manufacturers said that the holiday last week was a detri- 
ment rather than a help to them, because it curtailed one day’s 
production at a time when every ton of paper is greatly needed. 
It seems that supplies are being absorbed as quickly as they are 
manufactured and no surplus stocks are being accumulated. Some 
of the mill men claim that the curtailed water power has helped 
to check overproduction, which they say always makes itself felt 
when the demand for paper is of unusually large proportions. 
The only relief the mills look forward to now is the January 
thaws, and if it should snow in the meantime the supply would 
be greatly increased. In addition to the shortage of water the mills 
have to contend with a shortage of raw materials. Supplies of sul- 
phite and ground wood were hard to get this week at any price. The 
quotations on these are in the neighborhood of $24 per ton, de- 
livered, for ground wood, and $45 per ton for sulphite. These 
prices, by the way, are not even considered top notch figures. 
The only complaint the dealers have to make is on the delay ex- 
perienced in receiving supplies. News paper seems to be growing 
scarcer, and spot lots could not be obtained at any price. The 
majority of the mills find it all they can do to take care of their 
contracts. The consumption of wrapping papers increased con- 
siderably this week because of the holiday demand. The holiday 
season has also made additional demands for all kinds of book 
papers by publishers. Tissue papers have strengthened consid- 
erably during the past week, and a number of the manufacturers 
have made additional advances. The consensus of opinion is 
that if present conditions continue during the balance of Decem- 
ber the new year will be ushered in with record high prices for 


all grades of paper. 


Business Brisk at Holyoke.

While there is said to be evidence that some of the mills in this 


section have been looking for business the fact has not appeared 
on the surface. So far as can be ascertained all of the mills have 
been well supplied with orders during the week and have been 
running full time with the exception of the holiday, when nearly 
all of the plants were closed. It is stated that the coming winter 


will be one of the best in the history of the western Massachusetts 


mills. At the present time business is reported brisk, and the mills 


are today running under all of the orders that they can fill. 
So sharp has become the demand for the finished product that 
one of the leading Holyoke paper dealers has sent the following 


letter to his trade: 


“We wish to cafl yqur attention to the necessity of placing your 
orders ahead this winter. The mills are short of water, stock is 
scarce, and in addition to this théy are rushed with orders. The 
railroads are also flooded with business, so deliveries are slow. 
On account of the above we earnestly urge you to look as far 
ahead for your needs as possible. If you send in your orders now, 
stating a future date when wanted, we will plan accordingly, and 
believe it will save a lot of trouble both for you and us.” 


There has been a good trade with the American Writing Paper 
Company, and all divisions have had about all that could be 
handled. There has been so much business that some of the mill 
managers have been hoping for a respite, but none has come. 

The Whiting Paper Company has had a good week. Orders have 
been received in good numbers and all of the mills have been 
crowded. The mills at North Wilbraham, operated under the 
title of the Collins Manufacturing Company, are well supplied with 
orders, and on the whole the company is very well pleased with 
the nice showing made the past week. 

The Esleeck Paper Company, at Turners Falls, has had an excel- 
lent call for its typewriter papers, and the capacity of the mill has 
been taxed at times. 

The demand for ledger papers has been good, and the mills run- 
ning on this grade of paper have plenty of orders on hand. It is 
stated in this connection that many orders have been placed by 
jobbers who have had to have the paper by the first of the year. 
In this connection it can be stated that a manufacturing house sell- 
ing direct to the consumer in most cases has been so rushed with 
orders that it has extended the time of delivery from four to 
six weeks, and has been obliged to run the plant overtime from 
three to four nights each week. It is also stated unofficially that 
the product of the mill supplying this plant has been increased one- 
third within six months. This is but one illustration of the in- 
crease in the amount of finished from this 
section. 

Business with the mills in Berkshire County is reported as good. 
All of the mills have been running full and are well stocked with 
orders. The B. D. Rising Company, at Housatonic, has had an ex- 
cellent trade the past month, and the business of the year will be 
well up toward the head of the list. 

The business of the Crocker-McElwain Company, at Holyoke, has 
continued finely during the week, and active preparations are under 
way for the reception and installation of the new machine, which 
is expected within a short time. As soon as the machine can be 
set up it will be started in business, as the company already has 
enough to keep it running for some time. Ferry.

The mills 
are running as full as the present water conditions will admit of. 
At some points the supply is better than at others, but the ma- 
jority of the manufacturers regard the situation as very serious, 
and the future supply is very much in doubt because of the rapid 
approach of cold weather. The output at present on nearly all 
grades of paper is barely sufficient to fill the demand, and a num- 
ber of manufacturers said that the holiday last week was a detri- 
ment rather than a help to them, because it curtailed one day’s 
production at a time when every ton of péper is greatly needed. 
It seems that supplies are being absorbed as quickly as they are 
manufactured and no surplus stocks are being accumulated. Some 
of the mill men claim that the curtailed water power has helped 
to check overproduction, which they say always makes itself felt 
when the demand for paper is of unusually large proportions. 
The only relief the mills look forward to now is the January 
thaws, and if it should snow in the meantime the supply would 
be greatly increased. In addition to the shortage of water the mills 
have to contend with a shortage of raw materials. Supplies of sul- 
phite and ground wood were hard to get this week at any price. The 
quotations on these are in the neighborhood of $24 per ton, de- 
livered, for ground wood, and $45 per ton for sulphite. These 
prices, by the way, are not even considered top notch figures. 
The only complaint the dealers have to make is on the delay ex- 
perienced in receiving supplies. News paper seems to be growing 
scarcer, and spot lots could not be obtained at any price. The 
majority of the mills find it all they can do to take care of their 
contracts. The consumption of wrapping papers increased con- 
siderably this week because of the holiday demand. The holiday 
season has also made additional demands for all kinds of book 
papers by publishers. Tissue papers have strengthened consid- 
erably during the past. week, and a number of the manufacturers 
have made additional advances. The consensus of opinion is 
that if present conditions continue during the balance of Decem- 
ber the new year will be ushered in with record high prices for 
all grades of paper. 


Business Brisk at Holyoke. 


Western Massachusetts Office ' 
Tue Paper Trave Journat, ‘ 
Horyoxe, Mass., December 3, 1906. 


While there is said to be evidence that some of the mills in this 
section have been looking for business the fact has not appeared 
on the surface. So far as can be ascertained all of the mills have 
been well supplied with orders during the week and have been 
running full time with the exception of the holiday, when nearly 
all of the plants were closed. It is stated that the coming winter 
will be one of the best in the history of the western Massachusetts 
mills. At the present time business is reported brisk, and the mills 
are today running under all of the orders that they can fill. 

So sharp has become the demand for the finished product that 
one of the leading Holyoke paper dealers has sent the following 
letter to his trade: 

“We wish to call your attention to the necessity of placing your 
orders ahead this winter. The mills are short of water, stock is 
scarce, and in addition to this théy are rushed with orders. The 
railroads are also flooded with business, so deliveries are slow. 
On account of the above we earnestly urge you to look as far 
ahead for your needs as possible. If you send in your orders now, 
stating a future date When wanted, we will plan accordingly, and 
believe it will save a lot of trouble both for you and us.” 


There has been a good trade with the American Writing Paper 
Company, and all divisions have had about all that could be 
handled. There has been so much business that some of the mill 
managers have been hoping for a respite, but none has come. 

The Whiting Paper Company has had a good week. Orders have 
been received in good numbers and all of the mills have been 
crowded. The mills at North Wilbraham, operated under the 
title of the Collins Manufacturing Company, are well supplied with 
orders, and on the whole the company is very well pleased with 
the nice showing made the past week. 

The Esleeck Paper Company, at Turners Falls, has had an excel- 
lent call for its typewriter papers, and the capacity of the mill has 
been taxed at times. 

The demand for ledger papers has been good, and the mills run- 
ning on this grade of paper have plenty of orders on hand. It is 
stated in this connection that many orders have been placed by 
jobbers who have had to have the paper by the first of the year. 
In this connection it can be stated that a manufacturing house sell- 
ing direct to the consumer in most cases has been so rushed with 
orders that it has extended the time of delivery from four to 
six weeks, and has been obliged to run the plant overtime from 
three to four nights each week. It is also stated unofficially that 
the product of the mill supplying this plant has been increased one- 
third within six months. This is but one illustration of the in- 
crease in the amount of finished paper sent out from this 
section. 

Business with the mills in Berkshire County is reported as good. 
All of the mills have been running full and are well stocked with 
orders. The B. D. Rising Company, at Housatonic, has had an ex- 
cellent trade the past month, and the business of the year will be 
well up toward the head of the list. 

The business of the Crocker-McElwain Company, at Holyoke, has 
continued finely during the week, and active preparations are under 
way for the reception and installation of the new machine, which 
is expected within a short time. As soon as the machine can be 
set up it will be started in business, as the company already has 
enough to keep it running for some time. Ferry. 


Even Higher Prices Expected in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, December 4, 1906.—Unbounded prosperity is the 
portion of the Miami Valley, but in the enjoyment of this great 


good fortune she is not alone. The paper contingent, however, is 
particularly fortunate, as prices are on the ascendant and promise 
to so continue. By the first of the coming year it is probable the 
price lists will again be revised, in which event quotations on most 
grades of paper will be more substantial than they have been in 
recent years, and the list will be more profitable than had ever been 
dreamed of a few months ago. 

There appears to be a heavy consumption of nearly all of the 
standard grades and specialties, and novelties are having their 
inning as well. The manila wrapping market is still stiff, and the 
indications are that it will continue to show bustle for some time to 
come. The advance came rather suddenly, and the consuming 
public, as well as some of the dealers, were not prepared for it, 
but all are accustomed to the new order of affairs, and are glad to 
encourage a strong market. 

Everybody is busy in the paper trade. One member who was 
asked about the state of trade said with a smile: “Oh, we are 
busy, very busy, all we can do, and you know it.” He expressed 
the sentiment of dozens of others, not alone in the manufacturing 
but in jobbing circles. The buoyant market is the most satisfactory 
that has existed for many months, and nothing on earth or under 
the earth or in the air can stop this streak of genuine pros- 
perity. 

During the past few weeks many lines of business have had their 
attention called to existing so called evils, with the result that 
meetings have been held, concerted action has resulted, and aided 
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by the smiling goddess of fortune the paper business continues 
to boom, and the roar of trade artillery can be heard from Gotham 
to Frisco, and from the Canadas to the Gulf of Mexico; while 
foreign business, both in the paper trade and machinery lines, is 
growing with encouraging regularity. M. V. 





No Let Up in Boston’s Activity.

Judging from the reports of local jobbers there is no let up, as 
yet, to business, every dealer having a good run of trade from day 
to day. Those in close touch with the statistics of their business 
claim that the volume of sales for the month just closed shows a 
good percentage of increase over that of November of last year, 
and there is little doubt but what the same status holds good with 
others. So far as can be learned from talks with city jobbers the 
recent mill advance in prices is being maintained, and the “new 
conditions,” as outlined, are being closely followed. The delays 
in the receipt of paper from various mills are still the cause of some, 
complaint, but those belated shipments are charged to the transpor- 
tation companies, which are unable to furnish cars on time because 
of the heavy increase in railroad freight. Business with the New 
England paper mills is generally conceded to be good, so far as 
orders are concerned, and those in position to take new orders for 
prompt shipment are getting the full benefit of the improved condi- 
tions of the market. That manufacturers are pretty well fixed 
with orders is evidenced by the limited number of mill representa- 
tives seen in this market of late. Conditions have so changed that 
many pending orders can be closed by correspondence now, and 
the undesirable ones turned down. Still the manufacturers have 
their troubles, due now to higher prices for raw materials, sul- 
phite, etc. ; DELESDERNIER. 


Ordering Even for February Deliveries in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, December 3, 1906.—The feature of the week in 
the experience of the local manufacturers is the large volume of 
orders which are pourirg in for January and even February 
deliveries. Customarily orders, except for immediate delivery, 
fall off very rapidly in December, though there is recovery when 
the books of the new year are opened. But this month’s experi- 
ence has upset precedent. Fearing further increases in the al- 
ready firm and gradually advancing quotations, buyers are plac- 
ing orders for the future as they never did before. 

There is not one grade on the list that has a sluggish demand. 
Wrappings are in extraordinarily heavy demand, even though 
there are advances of a quarter and an eighth. News, too, sells 
readily, while book orders are taxing the capacity of the mills. 
Writings and flats are steady. 

The open season has continued the big market for building 
papers, and their manufacturers are now looking forward to the 
close of the year with some satisfaction as one which gave small 
profits but so large a volume of business that returns are satis- 
factory. The makers of blanks are rushed to the fullest capacity 
of the mills. E. R. G. 


Stiffening Tendency to Montreal Market. 


MonrreaL, Canada, December 4, 1906.—There have been no 
changes on the Montreal market during the past week, but prices 
in all lines are reported firm, with a stiffening tendency.

It is said not to be en- 
tirely pleasing to a consumer when he orders one quality of paper 
witn a particular watermark to have another furnished him, and 
then an effort thade on the part of the jobber to have him keep 
the paper, and assuring the purchaser “that the paper furnished 
is of the same quality, weight and fineness as that ordered, and is 
made by the same mill.”

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JOBBING, PHILADELPHIA STYLE. 


Another Concern Gives Up Its Own Warehouse and Adopts the 
New Plan of Maintaining an Office, Keeping Its Stock in a 
Public Storehouse—This System Growing in Favor. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, December 3, 1906.—The most interesting news 
which the trade received during the week was the announcement 
that the Paper Manufacturers Company, the enterprising young 
firm of which B. Frank Huntzinger, charter member and first sec- 
retary of the Paper Trade Association, is president, proposed to 
give up the store and warehouse which it took a little over a year 
ago at Fifth and Commerce streets, and to hereafter store its stock 
in the public warehouse at Delaware avenue and Green street. 

The Paper Manufacturers Company secured the Fifth and Com- 
merce streets building a year ago on a five year lease, and was 
looked upon as a fixture. But it is understood to have disposed 
of the lease on remunerative terms, and to have decided upon the 
public warehouse and office system as the most satisfactory man- 
ner of conducting its business in future. Just where the offices 
will be located has not been determined. It has been decided, 
however, to retain the warehouse at Sixth and Ludlow streets, 
where the firm first began business three years ago. This will be 
used for flat papers only. In explaining why the change was made 
the firm announces that the demands of its customers made neces- 
sary a much larger stock than could be carried in safety and con- 
venience in the Fifth and Commerce streets building. At the 
warehouse carload lots can be handled in an hour and expenses 
of handling are reduced to a minimum. 

The Huff Paper Company and J. B. Thomas & Co. are already 
occupants of space in the warehouse, and it is probable that in the 
near future other paper houses will secure similar accommodations. 
Magarge & Green lately adopted the warehouse storage system, 
and D. L. Ward & Co. and W. H. George are other firms which 
use it largely. E. R.G. 


Shortage of Cars Now Troubles Holyoke. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 4, 1906.—There have been no re- 
strictions during the past week on the Holyoke mills as to the 
use of water. It was stated at the office of the Holyoke Water 
Power Company today that the mills would probably be permitted 
to run through the week without limitations. 

The car supply remains unchanged, and some of the mills have 
had difficulty in obtaining the required number of cars. The coal 
men have found some difficulty in getting their cars through on 
time, and a few of them have been compelled to place orders with 
the mines anywhere from two to four weeks in advance of the usual 
time allowed for getting coal from the mines. It is stated at the 
Holyoke freight terminals that much more room is required for 
the proper handling of freight at the present time, and that the 
roads are utterly unable to move goods on time. It is expected 
that the crush will last through till February, and the statement is 
made that the paper men are not suffering any more than other 
lines of trade. Ferry. 


Car Shortage Responsible for Scarcity of Coal. 
LFROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, Becember 4, 1906.—Some apprehension was felt 
in this city and throughout the valley during the week over the 
prospect of a shortage of coal, and there was considerable skir- 
mishing to secure adequate supplies and prepare for the future. In 
fact, the latter contingency proved the source of the greatest alarm. 

It has been contended that something must be done to relieve 
the car shortage in the’ next fortnight or the price of coal for 
steam purposes (and domestic uses as well) will go soaring. In 


different cities throughout the State fear has been expressed that 
when severe weather begins the coal situation will become acute. 

This valley secures most of its supply from the southern Ohio 
mines, which are in close proximity, yet they are about as hard 
to reach as the more distant fields owing to the car famine and 
the crippled transportation facilities. When the railroads get short 
of fuel they usually confiscate supplies, and this does not put the 
manufacturers in good humor. 

Recently there were fewer bushels of coal ready for Cincinnati 
and Miami Valley shipment by water from Pittsburg than for sev- 
eral years. The recent rise in the Ohio River materially eased the 
local situation, however. M. V.

A. B. Shepard. Mr. Shepard died and in 1897 Mr. Lee, finding the 
burden too heavy, disposed of his interest in the business to the 
Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company.

George W. Crouse, receiver of the F. Gray Company, of Piqua, 
Ohio, has brought suit against the American Straw Board Com- 
pany for $2,098.87 on an account. 


Blossvale Tissue Mills Change Hands. 

Fred Wyker and G. H. Palmer, both of Liverpool, N. Y., have 
purchased the Blossvale Tissue Mills at Blossvale, N. Y., and 
will operate the plant under the name of the Blossvale Paper 
Company. 


A Pipe Line for Transmission of Pulp.

Rumrorp Farts, Me., December 4, 1906.—A system of pipes is 
being laid between the Riley pulp mills and the Chisholm mills of 
the International Paper Company, that pulp may be transferred by 
gravity from Riley to Chisholm for the paper mills there.

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KALAMAZOO—OTSEGO—PLAINWELL. 


The Mill Construction Work in These Michigan Cities Is Com- 
pleted or Nearly So—The Improvements in the Older Plants. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

KALAMAzOO, Mich., December 3, 1906.—In the north part of the 
city stands the immense plant of the Standard Paper Company, 
which, during the past eight months, has been entirely rebuilt and 
greatly enlarged. The machine room has been doubled in height 
by the removal of a floor, and a new machine, 100 inch, has been in- 
stalled, together with all the auxiliary machinery, making the 
capacity double that of the original plant. The product is express 
paper, card middles and box board, 100,000 pounds daily. 

The power house has been entirely rebuilt, and new engines and 
boilers, of 1,500 horse power, installed. A large addition, 175 feet 
long, 72 feet in width, four stories high, has been built as a storage 
and shipping department. 

The improvements have cost over $200,000, and the force of 
employees has been increased to 150 hands. 

There is a large force of hands employed on the new plants being 
erected by the Otsego Coating Company, the Babcock Tissue Com- 
pany and the Paraffin Paper Company at Otsego, and all the 
buildings are progressing rapidly toward completion. 

The roof on the Otsego Coating Company's mill has been com- 
pleted, and the window frames and finishing floors have been put 
in place, as well as the cement bottom for the basement. One 
carload of machinery has arrived, and a force of machinists will 
soon assume the task of putting the equipment in place. 

The building for the Babcock Tissue Paper Company has been com- 
pleted, and a large gang of men are now putting the machinery in 
position and wiring the buildings for lightmg. President Babcock 
hopes to be able to start his mill surely by January 1, 1907. 

The filter beds for the coating mill will be placed near the banks 
of the river, some distance removed from the main building. 

To provide homes for its help the MacSimBar Paper Com- 
pany has started to build twenty houses. Eight of the number are 
now nearing completion. 

At Plainwell, 11 miles north of Kalamazoo, the new buildings 
for the Michigan Paper Company have been completed, and is 
considered one of the finest structures of its kind in western Michi- 
gan and a credit to Dan J. Albertson, architect and superintendent 
of construction. A force of men is now installing the ma- 
chinery. The frame for the big 110 inch machine is in place, while 
the smaller machine has been entirely rebuilt and set up ready for 
work. The power house is also completed, and the two machine 
driving engines are in position and merely need to be connected up. 
Eight of the new beaters are in place. It is believed the mill will 
be ready to start making paper by January 1. 

The Grand Rapids and Indiana Railroad has hauled in a large 
quantity of cinders, and the same will be used to put the mill yard 
to grade, when the same will be made sightly and attractive.

Monarch Mill Running—To Have Coating Plant.

KaLamazoo, Mich., December 3, 1906.—For two weeks the big 
plant of the Monarch Paper Company has been in operation, and 
George O. Comfort, president and general manager of the concern, 
expresses himself as-greatly gratified at the way things are moving 
on the start. There ar® two machines installed, a large 120 inch 


_ Fourdrinier in the main machine room and just below in the 
basement a 76 inch machine rebuilt. Both have been tried and run 
well. 

The Monarch people have completed plans recently and will 
install a coating plant in’ their mill, thus making it possible for 
them to fill orders for all kinds of book paper. The machinery for 


this department will be ordered in the near future, and it is hoped 
to have it in operation early in the spring of 1907. 

The entire building and equipment are modern and up to date, 
and it is one of the best paper mills in Michigan and a great addi- 
tion to the industry in the Kalamazoo River Valley district.

It is expected that 
the deal will be closed in the near future, as the season for opera- 
tions in the woods is near at hand. 





. Montreal Interested in the Sale of Royal Mills. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Montreat, Canada, December 4, 1906.—Much interest is exhibited 
by Montreal paper interests at the negotiations which have been 
going on for some time past for the sale of the Royal Paper Mills, 
of East Angus, to a syndicate composed of American and Canadian 
capitalists. It is reported that the deal is almost completed, the 
Royal Paper Company having accepted the offer made on behalf 
of the syndicate, and it is understood that the transfer will be 
made next week. The new syndicate will have a capital of $2,000,- 
000, and will at once inaugurate a very active exploitation of the 
extensive timber limits and other properties of the company, which 
will greatly increase its output. The personnel of the new syndi- 
cate has not been announced as yet, but among its members are 
Messrs. I. W. Drew and George Dyke, of Boston, and F. P. Burch, 
of Sherbrooke. 

For some time past the Royal mills have been conducted by a 
board of management composed of Messrs. William Farwell, presi- 
dent of the Eastern Townships Bank; S. H. C. Miner, F. P. Burch 
and other residents of Montreal and the Eastern Townships. The 
property is regarded as a very valuable one, and with the present 
active condition of the market the new syndicate will have plenty 
of chance to increase its output. M. 


R. R. Commission Reduces Rate on Pulp Wood. 

Mapison, Wis., December 1, 1906—The Wisconsin Railroad 
Commission issued an order last week reducing rates on pulp 
wood from points in northern Wisconsin to Neenah and Menasha 
about 12 per cent. This is one of the most important actions 
taken by the commission since its creation. It is probable that 
corresponding reductions will be made in rates from all pulp wood 
points to places in the State where wood fibre paper mills are 
located. 

The order was issued on petition of the Island Paper Company, 
of Menasha, which complained that the rates on pulp wood from 
points in northern Wisconsin to Neenah and Menasha were un- 
justly discriminatory and excessive. The company stated that 
it used about 18,000 cords of hemlock pulp wood from northern 
Wisconsin annually. The commission decided that the rates were 
excessive, but not discriminatory. 

The commission specifically orders that the rates on pulp wood 
between Spencer and Prentice to Neenah and Menasha be reduced 
to 4% cents per 100 pounds, and between Phillips and Merengo 
and Neenah and Menasha to 5% cents. It also orders the Wis- 
consin Central to cancel its proportional rate on pulp wood as 
published in its tariff sheet No. D, 1292, and recommends that in 
substitution therefor the road enter into a joint rate arrangement 
with its connections at Neenah and Menasha.

Changes at Rumford Falls—More Bags? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

RumForp Fatis, Me., December 4, 1906.—At the International 
Paper Company's Rumford Falls mill a work has been begun which 
will keep a crew of men busy until some time next spring. This 
includes extensive alterations in the mill, to make room for an 
addition to the blow pit, and also an addition to the beater room. 
Two crews are kept busy, a day and a night crew, tearing down 
partitions, taking out unneeded walls, and cleaning the old brick. 
The storage tanks are to be built of concrete, while the outside con- 
struction will be of brick. The contract has been let to the H. P. 
Cummings Construction Company, of Ware and Boston, Mass., 
which has 115 men at work already. 

Herman Elsas, president of the Continental Paper Bag Company, 
and I, Masseuer, the advertising manager, of New York city, have 
been at Rumford Falls recently, and since their visit the report has 
gained circulation about town that the coming year will see the 
capacity of the paper bag mill doubled. That it is extremely busy 
at the mill is well known, and the International Paper Company 
has cleared out its machine room in the local mill to allow the bag 
mill company to place additional machines in that space. 

It is also said that at the envelope factory orders have been 
turned away to quite an extent recently, owing to the crowded 
condition of the mill and their inability to handle the orders.

The Market Situation in Rosin. 


The future surrounding the probable course of prices on common 
graded rosin is very problematical, owing to the fact that the scrap 
crop is now on and the receipts during the next three months will 
be very heavy. The, attention of producers as well as consumers 
is centered in the grades which are important factors in the 


naval stores situation. 

Trade in common rosins during the past month has been mod- 
erately active, due, it is claimed, to the manipulations at Savannah 
and conditions noted in regard to the movement of the scrap crop. 


The top pale grades of rosins have undergone sharp advances in 


prices ranging from 25 cents to 50 cents per 280 pounds at Savan- 
nah and here. 

This has been attributed principally to the scarcity, particularly 
of graded window glass and water white. Contrary to general 
expectations water white rosin at Savannah recently sold at $7.25 
per 280 pounds, showing a gain of $1.05 over the highest point 
touched last season. Whether there will be any further advances 
in prices it is difficult to forecast, but owing to the limited available 
supply it is not improbable. 

A circular letter issued by factors invited the Georgia operators 
to merge their association with the South Georgia Turpentine 
Operators’ Association, and pointed out that the time is at hand 
when a solid organization among the producers of naval stores is 
a necessity. It is stated that the operators in the State of Georgia 
have loaned thousands of dollars to laborers, and that under present 
conditions it must be regarded as a doubtful asset. 


Wall Paper Trust Loses Suit. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, December 4, 1906.—The United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals today declared the Continental Wall Paper 
Company the most complete and ingeniously organized trust that 
has come to the knowledge of the court. The company brought 
suit before Judge Thompson, of the District Court, to recover 
$57,000 from Louis Voight & Sons, of Cincinnati, for goods sold 
to them. Voight & Sons resisted on the ground that the Conti- 
nental Company was a trust, and that it had virtually compelled 
them to buy all their goods of the so-called trust, and to allow the 
trust to fix prices at which goods must be sold. Judge Thompson 
found for Voight & Sons on the ground that the plaintiff was a 
trust. 

The Court of Appeals, to which an appeal was taken, held that 
the proofs showed one of the most complete and exacting in- 
stances of a trust as defined in the statutes that has come to the 
knowledge of the court. It held the trust to be an illegal or- 
ganization, and as such it was not entitled to the aid of the court in 
support of its claim against Voight & Sons, and the judgment of 
the District Court was affirmed and the appeal was dismissed. 


Getting Rid of Metallic Impurities. 


A new process for separating metallic impurities from paper 
pulp, says Der Papierfabrikant, is covered by German patent No. 
177.371, granted to M,. L. Normant des Varennes and A. Regnouf 
de Vains in Blazat, near Cebazat, in France. 

It is a well known fact that during the treatment of raw ma- 
terials for paper making a certain unavoidable amount of metallic 
particles find their way into the paper stuff. The practical and 
perfect elimination of these iron or other metallic parts is the 
purpose of this invention. 

The new process consists in the placing of the finished beaten 
stuff, before the same has been sized, for about one hour into 
hermetically closed vesels under the influence of chlorine gas. 

This treatment will produce the transformation of all foreign 
metallic matter into soluble chlorates, that will be eliminated from 
the pulp by a simple washing operation in the beater. 

The object of the new process aims at the preparation of a 
paper pulp that will be perfectly free from any metallic impurities, 
since after washing the stuff clear from its chlorine combinations 
the same is not again subjected to a repeated milling process.

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TRYING TO LESSEN CAR SHORTAGE. 


The Rental Increased From 25 Cents to 50 Cents Per Day by 
Nearly All the Railroads—The Smaller Charge Led to 
Abuses—Cars Being Held Back. 


to 50 cents was made by the railroads of the United States as the 
rental for cars used by railroads that do not own them. This ad- 


Curicaco, Ill., December 5, 1906.—An advance of 25 cents per day 


vance was made on 1,300,000 freight cars, while the total number 
of cars in the country is 1,800,000. The New York Central and 
the New England railroads are not a party to the advance. A few 
small roads scattered over the East and South have also failed to 
make the advance. The rate has been fixed by the American Rail- 
way Association, and will be in force until July 1. 

The increase in rental is to secure a prompter return of cars 
to the lines owning them, and to try and relieve the car shortage 
that prevails over the greater part of the country. Western lines 
started the movement and claim that Eastern roads kept most ‘of 
their cars. 

“On an average the freight cars of this country are actually in 
motion less than 10 per cent. of the time,” said J. Kruttschnitt, 
director of maintenance and operation of the Harriman system, in 
discussing the scarcity of equipment. “During nine days out of 
ten freight cars are being held for loading or unloading, or are tied 
up in sidings waiting for space at terminals. The maximum num- 
ber of cars factories can build in one year is 150,000. If shippers 
and consignees could hasten the loading and unloading of cars so 
as to reduce the average time of detention from nine to eight days, 
by that act alone they would immediately obtain the use of 180,000 
cars, Or 30,000 more than the railroads can have built in a whole 
year. 

“There are more than enough cars now in this country to meet 
all demands, but existing conditions make it impossible to get 
satisfactory results from them. Thousands of merchants and 
manufacturers are doing from two to five times as much business 
as they did five years ago, while few, if any, of them have increased 
from 200 to 500 per cent. their facilities for handling freight. Take 
coal traffic, for example. Railroads have spent millions for cars 
which can be unloaded in from five to fifteen minutes by dumping 
the coal through the bottoms of the cars, yet we have found it 
almost impossible to induce the coal dealers to reconstruct their 
storage plants so as to take advantage of such cars. They cling 
to the man with the scoop, despite the loss of time and money due 
to the old fashioned method of shoveling coal from cars. 

“The failure of business men to improve their facilities for han- 
dling freight to correspond with its increase in volume forces rail- 
roads to furnish warehouses on wheels, for that is what a big 
majority of freight cars are used for today. I do not say that the 
railroads have done all they might have done to expedite the 
handling of freight at terminals, but they have spent enormous 
sums for additional tracks, warehouses and other improvements for 
that purpose. Commercial interests can do more now to relieve 
the car shortage than the railroads can, by improving facilities 
for loading and unloading freight, thereby increasing the number 
of cars available for movement.” 


Swedish Manufacturers Progressive. 


rs 
The Swedish press, and especially the energetic director of the 


Swedish Export Association, recommends that Swedish manufac- 
turers and exporters should pay more attention to the American 
market. which the latter says is a better field than supposed. He 
states that a special Swedish commercial agent (handelsstipendiat ) 
during six months’ stay in the United States was able to sell paper 
for $134,000, the best positive result obtained by any such agent. 


A direct steamship line between Sweden and the United States ; 
also recommended, as well as improvement of the Swedish consula 
service in America. 

Concerning chemical wood pulp, a special railroad tariff i 
proposed, making reductions varying from 18 to 37 per cent., depend 
ing on the distance it is transported, and for dry pulp about 30 px 
cent. Pasteboard or building paper should have the same tariff a 
cellulose, and better sorts of paper should be transported according 
to the same tariff as the better classes of manufactures of iron and 
steel.

used in paper making, analysis of a sheet of paper, the “C. B. S.” 
units, cellulose and its derivatives, history, chronology and _ sta 
tistics, a dictionary of chemical terms, and a glossary of various 
papers, with brief notes as to origin of same and use of the papers 
The book is also finely illustrated throughout, with thirteen plates 
and 158 illustrations.

The Scarcity of Bleaching Powder. 


One of the features of the chemical market during the past few 
weeks has been the small available supply of bleach. Early in Jun 
shipments from primary sources were heavy and accumulations of 
stock were of large volume. In some instances it is stated that 
goods were disposed of on dock at a small discount in preference 
to putting them in store. The demand through the summer was 
comparatively light, and for a period of time bleach appeared to be 
a drug on the market. As the demand increased later in the season 
dealers were not over anxious to replenish their stock until they 
were satisfied that previous conditions would not be repeated. Dur- 
ing the month of September large orders were booked for October 
November delivery, and these deliveries, with an active demand 
from the jobbing trade, have about depleted the once excessiv: 
stock. Orders have been cabled to primary sources of supply, but 
owing to various trade conditions abroad shipments have been 
greatly delayed and such stocks as arrive are immediately taken 
on delayed contracts. Just how long present conditions will pre 
vail is a matter of speculation; in the meantime those who have 
bleach on hand will enjoy top prices for their goods. 


Scott Paper Company of Albany (N. Y.) to Build. 

Aupany, N. Y., December 4, 1906.—The Scott Paper Company, 
of this city, of which Henry Streibert is chief member, has an- 
nounced its intention to erect a large factory within the city limits 
or on the outskirts.

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MORE PULP AND PAPER FOR INSULATING. 


Experiments So Far Successful Foreshadow an Increased Demand 
for Both Paper and Pulp for Electrical Insulation—Great 
Faith in the Use of Pulp for Such Purposes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Lockport, N. Y., December 4, 1906.—It is pretty certain now 
that pulp and paper are to enter largely into electrical construction. 
The experiments which have been made recently with preparations 
of dry pulp and paper have shown that these products enter readily 
into amalgamation with chemicals to produce most useful articles 
called for in the electrical construction period which is just now 
sweeping over the world. A most interesting and, it is claimed, 
successful series of experiments have been conducted in this city 
for some time past at the works of the United Indurated Fibre 
Company, on the Eighteen Mile Creek, in the shape of perfecting 
their indurated electrical insulators. If these insulators prove all 
that is claimed for them it will open up a new field for the con- 
sumption of pulp. This will prove a field of vast possibilities, anda 
naturally increase the value of spruce and those woods which 
enter largely into the manufacture of pulp. 

The United Indurated Fibre Company has turned out some of 
the finished product in this new invention of the company. It is 


claimed for the insulators that they are particularly valuable in 


third rail and high tension work. That they have attracted con- 
siderable attention from electrical engineers and construction com- 
panies is evidenced by the tests which are now being made by the 
New York Central and the West Shore line between Utica and 
Syracuse, where they are being used in the third rail construction. 


The test so far has proved most successful. The insulator is made 
by the same patented process as the pails and various articles manu- 
factured by the 
chemical-electro elements have been added. The finished insulator 
is therefore very light, waterproof and possessing non-conducting

The Purposes of Lubrication. 

There is probably no factor that has more direct bearing on the 
cost of manufacture, says an authority on that subject, than the 
lubricating of machinery, and yet it is doubtful if there is another 
item connected with the operation of the average plant less under- 
stood by owners, their managers and superintendents in charge. 

The mechanical installation is of the highest known efficiency, 
everything is done in the equipment of a plant to secure economy 
in its operation., After all this is done frequently a long step is 
taken in the opposite direction by the use of a lubricant unsuited 
to the existing conditions; the office of a lubricant is not merely to 
secure quiet running of engines and machinery with temperatures 
of the bearings not alarmingly high, but, primarily, to reduce fric- 
tion and wear to a minimum, and a lubricant that will do this is 
the best to use, no matter what the price may be. 

Few realize the great loss in power due to the friction of wearing 


parts; it may probably be fairly estimated that one-half the power 
expended in the average case is wasted on lost work, being con- 
sumed in overcoming the friction of lubricated surfaces, and a re- 
duction of 50 per cent. in the work lost by friction has often been 
secured by a change of lubricants. 

Among the expenses chargeable to waste power, due to inferior 
lubrication, may be included, first, the cost of power produced in 
excess of that really required; second, wear and tear of machinery, 
which is constantly doing more work than should be required of it. 


It is most difficult to do more than point out the danger due to 
the use of inferior lubricants, there many substitutes 
placed on the market with a schedule of laboratory tests which are 
useless and misleading to anyone other than a manufacturer of 


lubricants, who makes use of them merely as a means of insuring 


being so 


uniformity in his manufactured products and not as a measure 
whereby to judge their practical value. As a general guide in pur- 
chasing a lubricant it might be said that a grease which is uniform 
in quality, every part of which is a lubricant and will not gum or 
leave a sediment, is of the greater value. 

From many careful experiments and tests made it is certain that 
an animal grease contains all the elements for perfect lubrication, 
and is the best and most economical for any bearing, free from all 
destructive acids, will lubricate and preserve the bearings of ma- 
chinery better than any of the so called mineral greases. Having 
comparatively low melting points for the different consistencies, an 


animal grease will more readily melt, and thus lubricate, cool and 


preserve a bearing, which, from carelessness, inattention or the im- 
proper placing or setting of cups, would otherwise burn or cut out 
and be practically destroyed by the use of mineral grease with 
high melting points. Take, for instance, a mineral grease with a 


melting point of 300 degrees (and most of those on the market 


range in that neighborhood, with some running as high as 600 de- 
grees), and place it in open box bearing caps; the usual result is 
that the bearing will get hot almost to the melting point of the 


grease before it will flow over the bearing and lubricate it. This 
is getting pretty close to the danger point for babbitted bearings, 
and if the heating be long continued will destroy them. Besides, if 
the bearing should be neglected for a short time and not supplied 
with grease a burned out bearing or a fire will be the inevitable 
result. 

There is record of many instances where, as a result of using 
lubricants of such limited endurance, accidents of a serious nature 
have occurred, necessarily causing shutdowns just at the time 
when the operation of a plant to its fullest capacity was imperative. 


W. D. Boyce Offers to Take Over P. 0. Department. 


Wasuineton, D. C., December 4, 1906.—A remarkable proposal 
has been made to the Postal Commission by W. D. Boyce, of 
Chicago, a publisher, paper manufacturer and man of affairs, who 
is reputed to be many times a millionaire. It is that the Govern- 
ment turn over the postal service of the country to a private cor- 
poration, but under strict public control. Mr. Boyce has made 
the proposition on behalf of himself and his associates, whom he 
does not name, to take over the post office business and run it on 
business principles. 

The proposal includes an agreement to immediately cut postage 
rates in half. There would be no deficit, it is claimed, because 
the corporation could not afford to lose money. Mr. Boyce sug- 
gests that the corporation be placed under a commission, which 
will regulate and supervise it. He proposes to pay the United 
States a rental for all post offices, and against this he would 
charge Uncle Sam regular rates for all services performed for him. 
These he estimates at $25,000,000 annually. 

By applying business methods to post office affairs Mr. Boyce 
claims there would be immense economy in transportation, and 
that the expense for railroad haulage would be cut from $50,000,000 
to half that sum, 
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The Unprecedented Car Shortage. 

Never in our history as a great producing nation has there been 
such a demonstrated and increasing inability to supply the demand 
for cars, and locomotives to draw them, in the handling of trans- 
portation on our railroads. It is not that the railroads have failed 
to foresee the excess demand for cars, it is because the car manu-

To increase the present demurrage charge 
to two or three times its present amount and to penalize roads, 
after thirty days’ retention of cars not their own, at a much 
rounder daily rate, might greatly expedite the return to their 
owners of these cars astray. 

As a sign of the almost boundless prosperity of the country 
the unparalleled demand for cars has its encouragements; but what, 
after all, does great prosperity signify if its suddenness or the 
railroads’ unpreparedness results in wastes and losses to match 
the promise of greater wealth and comfort? With all our manu- 
facturing activities and the suspicion in foreign business circles 
that perhaps the Americans are too optimistic, too commercially 
sanguine, it is certain that to keep pace with the actual productive- 
ness of our wonderful country we must build and equip in railway 
transportation at a speed more accelerated than ever before. 

Where the Paper Maker Comes in. 

It is no doubt well known to our readers that for several years 
Third Assistant Postmaster General Madden has been making an 
effort to have the rate on second class mail matter raised to 4 
cents a pound. Because of these efforts a joint committee on 
second class mail matter was appointed at the last session of Con- 
gress to consider the whole matter and report at the present ses- 
sion. Mr. Madden, and through him the Post Office Department. 
has been working hard to have this commission make a report 
favorable to his contention, and there is reason to fear that the 
commission may do so 

Such of our readers as have given any attention to the matter 
have probably concluded that it is one that. concerns publishers 
alone, but as a matter of fact the interests of paper makers, and 
of dealers in paper as well, are quite as directly menaced as those 
of. publishers. For nothing is more certain than that if the postal 
rates are raised materially American publishers will adopt the plan 
that was long ago adopted by European publishers of periodicals, 
that, namely, of using very light weight paper in the mail editions 
of their publications 

It is obvious that the substitution of light weight papers for the 
heavy weights now used in the immense number of weekly and 
monthly publications would be very greatly to the disadvantage of 
the paper makers. It is not merely that in order to keep down 
postage bills light weight papers would be used, thus reducing the 
number of pounds of paper ordered, but the paper most in demand 
would be much below the standard weights, and while the paper 
maker would be manufacturing as many reams or rolls of paper, 
his mill tonnage, and consequently his revenue, would be very 
greatly reduced, 

For these reasons paper makers everywhere should co-operate 
with the publishers in defeating Mr. Madden's raid. If the postal 
commission reports in favor of an increase in the rate on second 
class mail matter we urge our readers to write to their Senators 
and Congressmen requesting that they oppose the proposed increase 
and retain the present rate, which has been in use for twenty-one 


years.

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News FROM THE MILLS. 





The mill of the Lindauer Pulp Company at Kaukauna was shut 
down a couple of days last week on account of a broken shaft. 

The Ballston Pulp and Paper Company has been organized to 
take over the property and business of the Ballston Paper Company, 
3allston Spa, N. Y., which recently went into bankruptcy. 

The old Wellington Campbell paper mill in Milburn, N. J., was 
totally destroyed by fire last week. The structure was partly wood 
and brick, and had not been in use for the past fifteen years. 

It is estimated that at the present time the Great Northern 
Paper Company has 2,000 men at work in the lumber woods of 
Maine. The average pay of these men is $26 a month and board. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the J. & J. Rodgers 
Company for the, election of five directors and three inspectors of 
election will be held at the office of the company at Ausable Forks, 
N. Y., on Wednesday, January 2, 1907, at 10 o'clock a. m. 

Under the new management the Monadnock Paper Mills, of 
Bennington, N. H., have increased their product by almost one 
third, notwithstanding that the proprietors have, of their own free 
will, given the help Saturday nights off without change in pay. 

It is said that the Publishers Paper Company, of Portsmouth, 
N. H., is looking for more water, and will run a line to some low 
land on Maplewood avenue, in that city, in the hope that the water 
may be obtained from some new wells to be located in a field 
there. 

Westfield, Mass., says the Springfield Union, has a good loca- 
tion for a paper mill or other manufacturing industry at the Spring- 
dale Mills, which have remained closed ever since the Columbia 
Photo Paper Company left two years ago. This is a good plant 
and located near railroad facilities. Some concern looking for a 
location ought to find in this plant a first class proposition. 

The new power plant of the Kimberly & Clark Company at the 
Kimberly mill is just about completed, and will be tested very 
shortly. The new steam engine develops 800 horse power and is 


connected to a generator which transforms the power into elec- 
tricity and sends it where desired. It is a reserve outfit, how- 
ever, and probably will not see actual service for a long time to 
come, as water power promises to be good indefinitely. 

It is expected by the Kimberly & Clark Company that the first 
paper will be made in the rebuilt Badger Mill at Neenah about 
December 10. The Badger Mill is one of the oldest in the Fox 


River, having been making print paper for thirty years, and almost 
all of that time for a single customer. During the past few months, 
however, it has been entirely rearranged inside and supplied with 


new machinery throughout, and will hereafter make railroad writ- 
ings. 

The trial of the water power assessment suits between the city 
of Neenah and the Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company 
and a number of the paper companies has been set to begin De- 
cember 7. The nature of these suits has been explained in these 
columns, and the progress of the actions will be watched with 
much interest, as novel new legal questions will come up appertain- 
ing to the assessment of water power, which will have wide applica- 
tion. 

The Racquette River Paper Company, of Potsdam, N. Y., has 
shut down their paper mill this week for the installation of two 
new 1,200 pound beating engines, furnished by the Dilts Machine 
Works. Under the supervision of William Carney, who accepted 
the position of mill superintendent in February, the plant has turned 
out an increased t&nnage of paper, and with this addition to its 
beating equipment will be in position to still further increase its 
daily product. 

Active preparations are being made to resume operations in the 
mill formerly owned by the Ballston Paper Company, Ballston, 
N. Y. Workmen are being engaged, and it is expected that the mill 
will be in*full operation by Sunday: Mr. Drew will be the general 


manager oi the plant, and the superintendent will be Fred Spauld- 
ing, of Fulton, an experienced paper maker from the Victoria 
Paper Mills Company. The mill will manufacture tissue paper, 
and it is the idea of the new company to take up the work where 
the old company left off. 

The Woronoco Street Railway Company, of Westfield, which is 
owned by the Springfield Street Railway Company, which in its 
turn is controlled by interests favorable to the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, is endeavoring to obtain 
a location for a branch track in Westfield. The aim of the road 
is to connect the street railway with the Northampton—air line— 
branch of the steam road, thus giving easy entrance to either road 
for freight. The street railway has been granted the right to carry 
express matter and freight, and as it has leased the property of the 
Western Massachusetts road running to Huntington, it could handle 
freight for the Woronoco Paper Company at Woronoco in com 
petition with the Boston and Albany road. In some western Massa- 
chusetts towns freight cars are taken direct from the steam road 
and hauled over electric lines to the mills, thus saving large ex- 
pense in cartage. 

The board of aldermen of Springfield, Mass., at a meeting last 
week failed to pass an order appropriating the necessary amount 
of money for taking the waters of Little River in Westfield as a 
source of water supply for the city. Manufacturers on that stream 
will now be relieved for a time at least. It is thought likely that 
when the new city government comes into power in 1907 that 
another attempt will be made to have the appropriation passed 
Springfield has been endeavoring for years to obtain this stream as 
a source of supply for the city, but only last winter secured the 
necessary legislation permitting it to take the water. The paper 
mills on the stream below the site for the proposed dam are 
pleased over the failure of the appropriation, but the relief will 
be but temporary, and eventually a part of their water power will 
be diverted from the mills. When this is done the mills will ask 
the city to compensate them for the power taken. 


Pie Plate Factory Shuts Down. 

CarTHAGE, December 4, 1906.—The W. P. Sanford Company's 
plate factory has shut down, owing to the inability to get the pulp 
paper of which the plates are made. The Jefferson Paper Com- 
pany’s plate factory at Herrings is also shut down for the same 
reason. —-. 


Affairs of Imperial and Northern Sulphite Mills.

Boston, Mass., December 4, 1906.—Reports from the paper 
machinery builders of Lawrence, Mass., concerning business for 
the year now drawing to a close are very cheerful. All of the 
manufacturers claim that orders for paper and pulp mill ma- 
chinery have been far more numerous since the first of the year 
than for the previous twelve months. The advance in iron and 
other metals and the increase in labor charges have added some- 
what to the cost of machinery, but manufacturers have not been 
able to fully recover this extra outlay for their production because 
of the close competition in figuring on business. 

The J. H. Horne & Sons Company is working a full force and 
running its shops to full capacity, as has been the case since last 
March, turning out its various paper mill appliances, Fourdrinier 
machines, wet machines, beaters, etc. 

The Emerson Manufacturing Company has been favored with 
quite a heavy volume of business during the year, and for months 
has been working overtime. Among its recent shipments was a 
large consignment of machinery to a West Virginia paper mill, 
and a heavy shipment to a Western leather board plant. 

The Mills Machine Company has been running three nights a 
week extra time for some months past, its output consisting of 
paper and pulp mill machinery. 

The Dillon Machine Company has no complaint to make, since 
its business has been very satisfactory, and new orders are being 
frequently received which keep the company’s machine shops quite 
busy. ; 

The Hamblet Machine Company is running full capacity turn- 
ing out just one specialty, the “Hamblet” paper cutter, which is 
built single, double and diagonal. Orders now on hand for cutters 
under construction include twenty of different sizes for the Cham- 
pion Coated Paper Company, Hamilton, Ohio; twelve cutters, rang-

This is the 
youngest paper mill machinery concern in Lawrence, the company 
having started up. only two years ago, and has already outgrown 
its present facilities, “so that Mr. Bolton, the proprietor, is now 
planning for the enlargement of the plant this coming spring. 

The Lawrence Pump and Engine Company, which concern is 
making quite a specialty of paper and pulp mill pumps, has been 
running its works nights right along for the past six months. The 
company has on hand row orders for over sixty pumps for differ- 
ent paper and pulp mills.

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NEW DOUBLE COATING MACHINE. 


Joseph O. Parker, of Hamilton, Ohio, Has Invented a Double 
Coater Which Shows a Radical Departure from Old Method 
by Brushes—Assigned to Champion Coated Paper Co. 


Joseph O. Parker, of Hamilton, Ohio, assignor to the Champion 
Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, has been granted 
letters patent No. 836,336 on a paper coating machine. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a paper coating machine exemplify- 
ing the invention; Fig. 2, a plan of a portion of the squeeze rolls, 
and Fig. 3 a vertical section of the squeeze rolls and coating tubes. 

In the drawings 1 indicates the side frames of a coating machine, 
2 the uncoated web of paper or other fabric coming from the supply 
roll to the coating apparatus, as usual, 3 the coated web of paper 
on its way to the polishing and drying apparatus, etc., after leav- 


ing the coating apparatus; 4, 5, 6 and 7 carrying rolls for guiding 
the paper on its course, the illustrated arrangement of these rolls 
being merely typical; 8 a pair of squeeze rolls between which the 
paper runs after being coated; 9 a pair of tubes disposed at each 
side of the paper as it enters between the squeeze rolls, these tubes 
being longitudinally perforated, so as to direct jets of liquid coat- 


ing material against the faces of the paper prior to its entering 
between the squeeze rolls, these tubes to have suitable connection 
with a supply of liquid coating material, and 10 gussets at the ends 
of the squeeze rolls at that side of them where the paper enters, 
these gussets foeming dams to limit the end flow of coating ma- 
terial in the channe? formed between the squeeze rolls. 

The tubes deliver the coating material to the paper, and the 


squeeze rolls immediately act upon the delivered coating and even 


it upon the paper, leaving the paper in coated condition ready for 
the action of the usual polishing devices. While the coating 
material is delivered by the tubes, the actual effective coating, or 


the pressing of the coating to the paper and the evening of it 


thereon, is done by the rollers. The system is therefore essentially 
that of coating by means of squeeze rolls. While the rolls may be 
arranged with their axes horizontal or vertical, and while the 
paper may be drawn upward or downward by means of hori- 
zontal rolls, or in either horizontal direction by means of vertical 
rolls, the particular arrangement illustrated is by far preferable 
for most all coating materials, and particularly with some materials, 
for in the illustrated arrangement in which the paper is drawn 
downwardly through the rolls just after receiving the coating ma- 
terial from the tubes a quantity of coating material may lie in the 
groove over the squeeze rolls, the surplus coating material being 
held back by the rolls. This arrangement permits of extremely 
liberal coatings. 


Developing Power at Peshtigo ( Wis.) Falls. 

AppLeton, Wis., December 3, 1906.—It is stated that all arrange- 
ments have been completed for the incorporation of a company, 
composed almost entirely of Oshkosh capitalists, to develop the 
water power of the Peshtigo River at Johnson’s Falls and High 
Falls, where the survey lately in progress has been completed. 
The company will be capitalized at $600,000. It is expected that the 
power developed will eventually amount to between 6,000 and 7,000 
horse power, which will be transmitted to the cities of Marinette, 
Menominee and Green Bay. Fox River. 


A Possible Trade Change Being Discussed in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, December 4, 1906.—The statement by General 
Manager Sinex, of the Garrett-Buchanan Company, that the per- 
sistent rumors which have been in trade circles for weeks past 
regarding changes in the personnel of that firm were without 
foundation, has not allayed discussion. The paper trade is today 
as eagerly discussing the question of changes as ever before. 
The fact that quite recently 280 shares of the stock of the Gar- 
rett-Buchanan Company were advertised for auction sale, and 
the long meeting of the stockholders a week ago, has caused trade 
comment to be resumed, and in the absence of an official state- 
ment speculation is most general. 

That changes may occur is not doubted, but even the employees 
of the Garrett-Buchanan Company declare they have no definite 
information regarding the matter. The trade is of opinion, how- 
ever, that the changes if they come about will not affect the 
firm’s general business policy. E. R. G. 


Must Pay Tax Assessment on Bond of American Writing. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxke, Mass., December 4, 1906—Ethan Brooks must now 
pay his taxes upon a $1,000 bond of the American Writing Paper 
Company as assessed by the town of West Springfield, the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court having last week handed down a decision 
affirming the finding of the Superior Court in the case. The case 
has been before the courts for some little time, and is one where 
the plaintiff made return to the town of property owned by him 
upon which taxes should be paid in West Springfield. The as- 
sessing board was evidently not entirely satisfied with the return 
made by Mr. Brooks, for its members tacked onto the list the bond 


and assessed him therefor. An abatement of the tax was asked 
for by Mr. Brooks, and refused by the town. The matter was 
appealed to the courts by Mr. Brooks, who lost the case in every 
court. It is not likely that the case will be taken to the United 
States courts. 


In this case the Supreme Court handed down a memorandum 


that the petitioner failed to show that he came within any statutory 
exemption relieving him from local taxation. Ferry.

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REDUCING FIRE LOSSES. 


The Group of Insurance Companies Known As “Mill Mutuals” 


Have Been a Strong Force in Keeping Down the Losses— 
Frequent Inspection of Automatic Sprinklers. 


As an offset to the fact that the fire losses this year in the 
United States represent the destruction of property to the value of 
nearly half a billion of dollars, says an exchange, comes the report of 
the group of insurance companies known as “mill mutuals,” to the 
effect that their fire losses in the last ten years, with written risks 
to the amount of $1,705,814,000, have amounted to $654,505. This 
is an average of 3 8-10 cents on every $100 of risk thus assumed 
and written since November of 1896. By the last New York report 
it appears that the stock companies reporting to Albany had written 
during the year 1905 fire risks to the amount of $25,559,701,000. If 
there had been the same proportionate loss as the mill mutuals, the 
fire losses paid would have amounted to only $10,712,686, in place 
of the reported payments of $103,805,000. : 

In what way are we to account for this difference? The man- 
agers of the stock companies state that their ratio of loss to each 
$100 of risk assumed has varied in the past ten years from 39 
cents to 52 cents, with an average of about 45 cents, while the 
average of the mill mutuals is considerably less than one-tenth of 
this. The variation is not due to the character of the risks, because 
practically all of the business insured by the latter company is in 
“special hazards”; that is, risks where there are great probabilities 
of fire occurring and great possibilities of loss when fire has 
started. Cotton and woolen factories, machine shops, knitting and 
pulp mills are not desirable hazards. Before the mill mutual was 
organized such risks were considered extra hazardous. The pfe- 
mium rates then charged were from twenty to thirty times greater 
than the mill owners are now paying the mill mutual; hence it is 
safe to assume that the revolution in experience has been due to the 
manner in which fire loss has been reduced to a minimum. 

This opinion is strengthened by a report made a few days ago 
of the fire losses in the city of Boston in those risks which 
were protected by automatic sprinklers. It appears that during 
the twelve months ending October 31 there were thirty fires in 
Boston in warehouses and manufacturing risks that were equipped 
with automatic sprinklers. It is stated that in no one of these 
buildings was the property valued at less than $50,000, while in a 
number of instances the insurance upon building and contents 
amounted to hundreds of thousands of dollars; yet the aggregate 
loss in these thirty fires was only $5,722.74, or an average loss of 
$190.75 per fire. This Boston experience does not differ greatly 
from that of the mill mutual, because, in probably nineteen out of 
twenty cases, the reason why the factory fires are quickly put out 
and with such a small ratio of damage is because of the installa- 
tion and effective employment of automatic sprinkler systems. 
This is a form of protection which the mill mutual has been most 
active in enforcing. 

It does not follow that the mere installation of an automatic 
sprinkler system is a guarantee that a fire, when it occurs, will be 
quickly put out, for the value of this form of protection depends 
upon the care shown in maintaining it at all times in an efficient 
condition. This can be assured only by frequent and thorough 
inspection by experts. The managers of the mill mutual are evi- 
dently believers in this kind of supervision, for they spend more for 
the administraffon ,of their business than they pay out in fire 
losses. But it is with them the ounce of prevention which is worth 
more than a pound of indemnity. It seems probable that the 
adoption of the same plan by the stock fire insurance companies 
would lead to good results. 

The system used by the mill mutual has the advantage of an 
avoidance of what is known as the conflagration hazard, and 
the further merit that each risk insured is commonly under one 


administrative control; while the stock fire insurance companies 
usually have to face the possibilities of the extension over a 
great area of any single fire which may occur, and the indif- 
ference or carelessness of a single occupant of a building hav- 
ing many other tenants may neutralize whatever the latter have 
done in the way of fire protection. Then, too, there is the fur- 
ther fact to face of inferior building construction. The com- 
mittee on statistics of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
has recently obtained and published the ratio of fire losses on 
the Continent of Europe, by which it appears that the per capita 
loss in this country is from five to eight times greater than that 
of Central and Western Europe. If an earthquake similar to 
that which occurred in San Francisco were to take place in 
Paris or Vienna there is not the least probability that the fires 
which it might occasion would spread beyond the buildings in 
which they started, even if the water mains in the streets were 
broken and the water supply entirely cut off. 

The experience of the mill mutual in insuring great cotton 
factories filled with inflammable material furnishes positive proof 
that there is nothing in the physical condition of this country which 
would prevent reducing the annual waste by fire to a small fraction 
of what it is at present. What is necessary is to follow the course 
that these mutual associations have adopted—that is, insist upon 
having buildings put up in the most approved manner, so far as 
structural safety is concerned; having them, when occupied for 
hazardous purposes, thoroughly protected by automatic sprinklers 
or other similar devices; and having these and the general care 
of the property brought under an intelligent system of inspection. 


Poland Paper Company Very Busy With Large Orders. 

Mecwanic Fatts, December 4, 1906.—Times were never 
more prosperous at the Poland Paper Company’s mill than at 
present. Never were more contracts on hand at this season of 
the year. Eight women have recently been given work inspecting 
the sheets of paper, as that which is used for the postage stamps has 
to be absolutely flawless. 


To Improve Power at Massena, N. Y.

Watertown, N. Y., December 4, 1906.—The Pittsburg Reduc- 
tion Company, which a few months ago came into possession of 
the property of the St. Lawrence River Power Company at Mas- 
sena, N. Y., is planning to add largely to the efficiency of the 
already big power plant by deepening the canal leading from the 
St. Lawrence River to its power house. The work will be done 
with dredges, which are to be built this winter at Massena. It is 
proposed to make the hydraulic canal 35 feet its entire length as 
rapidly as possible. B. 


May Combine Church Publications.

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JAPANESE PAPER PLANT FOR AMERICA. 


Secretary Wilson, of the Department of Agriculture, in His En- 
deavor to Introduce Foreign Plants Has Secured Quanti- 
ties of the Mitsumata or Japanese Paper Plant. 


In his efforts to improve American agriculture and to make 
every acre of land in this country produce some crop of value 
Secretary Wilson has a number of explorers touring the world in 
search of new and valuable plants. David G. Fairchild, an ex- 
plorer of the department, has, in his trips to Europe, Asia and 
Africa, brought home specimens of plants which are believed cap- 
able of adding to the income of the American farmer. 

One of these is the mitsumata, or Japanese paper plant, which, 
it is believed, can be cultivated in the warmer parts of the United 
States. This paper plant is used by the Japanese in the manufac- 
ture of napkins, umbrellas and lanterns. 

“The papers employed by the common people of Japan,” said Mr. 
Fairchild, “are immeasurably more varied than with us. They 


; se 3 a 
form one of the important economies in the life of the peasant, 


and it is such ingenious uses of plant material as this employment 
of the bark of a shrub that make it possible for 42,000,000 Japanese 
to live on the productions of a cultivated area about one-third the 
size of the State of Illinois. The walls of the Japanese houses 
are wooden frames covered with thin paper, which keeps out the 
wind but lets in the light. Their oiled papers are another im- 
portant element in the peasant life of the Japanese, and are aston- 
ishingly cheap and durable. As a cover for his load of tea when a 
rainstorm overtakes him, the Japanese farmer spreads over it a 
tough, pliable cover of oiled paper, which is almost as impervious 
as tarpaulin and as light as gossamer. The ‘riksha’ coolies in the 
large cities wear rain mantles of this oiled paper, which cost less 
than 18 cents, and last for a year or more with constant use. 

“The mitsumata plant, which ought to be cultivated in this 
country, is a pretty, decorative shrub, with light green leaves, and 
delicate yellow flowers. It is sometimes grown in Japan for its 
decorative yellow flowers alone. The Marquis Matsudaira, for- 
merly one of the feudal lords of the country, has it planted inside 
his castle walls at Fukui as an ornamental plant. 

“From 600 to 2,000 pounds of raw bark per acre are produced 
by this plant, according to a statement made by a paper manu- 
facturer, and when made into pulp it is worth in Japan 15 to 16 
cents gold per pound, or four times what the imported wood 
pulp from America sells for in Yokohama. 

“Any plant from which can be produced a set of papers widely 
different from those we already have is worthy of considera- 
tion by the cultivators of the country, and if the processes of manu- 
facture can make out of it better, stronger envelopes, finer and 
lighter wrapping paper, more suitable toilet papers, or a cheap and 
useful substitute for leather, the cultivation of the plant in America 
may prove decidedly profitable. 

“As the species of mitsumata is not one which will withstand 
much cold, it is useless to try to grow it in any regions where the 
thermometer sinks below 10° Fahr., and as it requires moisture there 
would be no reason for testing it on the dry plains. The irrigated 
rice fields of Texas, with their unoccupied dikes and narrow strips 
of land between the fields, would form excellent trial places for the 
plant, and the Colorado desert, with its rich soil and abundant 
water supply, might prove well adapted to its cultivation. The 
moister portions of Florida and Louisiana could be used for experi- 
mental cultivation, and the irrigated regions of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers would probably be suitable for the growth of 
this Japanese paper plant.” 


Walter P. Crosby resigned his place as superintendent of the 
Essex Paper Company,Holyoke, Mass., on Saturday of last week, 
and has left the company. Mr. Crosby has been superintendent of 


the concern for nine years, and it is reported, but not confirmed, 
that his resignation was in consequence of the retirement of Charles 
J. Bartlett from the concern. Mr. Crosby has stated that he has 
no plans for the immediate future. It is not considered likely that 
he will remove from Holyoke. The resignation of Mr. Bartlett, 
as told last week, and of Mr. Crosby will likely mean somewhat of 
a reorganization of working forces of the company, with Treas- 
urer Bond at the head. The company was incorporated in 1895, 
and has a capital of $17,166.66, and makes a general line of pads, 
tablets and stationers’ goods. 


Most Stuff Lost at Screens—Tells Why. 


Horyoke, Mass., December 4, 1906. 


Editor Paper Trade Journal: 


In answer to question in your paper by Machine Tender where 
most stuff is wasted, and why, I agree with him in saying at the 
screens, and will endeavor to explain why. 

When I went to work, thirty-nine years ago, they were putting 
in an up to date machine. The old one they took out had a screen 
head box and all combined. and had no pipes, so that when you 
cleaned the screens all you had to do was to reach and pull plug 
in apron board to get rid of the extra flow of stuff which takes 
place when cleaning screen. When starting up you put on stuff 
to get the weight. The screen is put there to catch the dirt, but 
also holds back stuff which is put on to keep the weight. There- 
fore the screen has to be cleaned to get out the dirt and also to 
keep the flow of stuff even on wire. This stuff gathered slowly, 
but when the screen was cleaned it came with a rush, and that 
was the time the waste took place, because if you do not pull the 
plug the paper will run heavy, and if not put in will run light, 
therefore causing heavy and light weight paper. It also causes 
breaks and other things too well known to machine tenders. This 
plug was put there for washing up purposes, but comes in handy 
to try and save trouble, but makes waste as it runs to sewer. 

The size of this machine was 60 inches wide, 27 foot wires, two 
12 foot felts, two one-half foot dryers, one seven roll stack of 
calender reels and dog cutters. 

The new machine had cutter reels, two stack of calenders, seven 
3 foot dryers, two 12 foot felts, 33 foot wire and 72 inches wide 
head box and screens, with a passageway between. In order to get 
this passageway they had to pipe from screen to head box. This 
box had an overflow at one end of it, which was piped to a save-all 
in the cellar. This was put in to take care of the rush of stuff 
when cleaning out screens to save stuff, but the space being too 
small the head would rise in box and cause the same trouble to 
take place as before, but instead of a one-half inch plug it was a 
i% inch plug, therefore more waste. This plug was also put in 
to rinse out box when washing up.

Some of the large consumers who 
buy direct from the mills have been compelled because of delayed 
shipments to purchase temporarily supplies for immediate needs. 
All the mills are overcrowded with orders to some extent, and the 
only difficulties to be contended with are the scarcity of water power 
and the scarcity of Ground Wood and Sulphite. The inability of 
the manufacturers to secure the necessary quantities of raw mate- 
rials, together with the curtailed water supply, has compelled them, 
in numerous cases, to make only part shipment on large orders. 
The supply of News paper is only sufficient to meet present con- 
tracts, and additional supplies for prompt delivery cannot be ob- 
tained. Some of the manufacturers predict 24% 
before January 1. The finer grades of paper are moving well 
under the increased demand and quotations are holding firm. Book 
papers are gaining steadily, which has been augmented by the holi- 
day season. Wrapping papers are displaying a good movement, 
due to the heavy demands from all classes of stores for their holi- 
day needs. Tissue papers are much firmer under an increased de- 
mand, and a few of the manufacturers have 
slightly.

The New Swedish Mills. 


Considerable activity is going on in Sweden in the building of 
sulphite pulp mills. In a recent issue we mentioned several con- 
cerns, and we now understand that Bure Aktiebolag has decided 
to build a sulphite mill at Ortviken; the Skénviks Aktiebolag is 
building a sulphite mill at Ortviken, and the I. A. Enhérnings 
Travaru-Aktiebolag has decided to build a sulphite mill at Essvik, 
in Njuranda. 

The new sulphite mill at Hornefors, near Umea, Sweden, has 
commenced working. It is owned by the “Sulfit-Aktiebolaget Mo- 
och Domsjé,” and cost over 2,000,000 kr. It is said to be the finest 
and most up to date mill in the north, and is capable in the mean- 
time of producing 15,000 tons of sulphite pulp per annum. 

A new sulphate mill is being built at Deje by Aktiebolaget 
Molnbacka—T rysil. 

A large wood pulp mill will be built at Kvisslestr6mmarne by the 
Kungsgarden—Mariebergs Aktiebolag. 

The new wood pulp mill at Kvarnsveden is now ready. The 
output will be 10,000 tons, all to be used at the Stora Kopparberg 
Company, Ltd.’s, paper mill at the same place. 


Testing Bamboo for Pulp. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Ont., Canada, December 4, 1906—An exceedingly in- 
teresting experiment has been conducted lately by the officials of 
the Agricultural College of the Government in making pulp. 
While it has been thoroughly demonstrated that Canadian spruce 
makes the very best kind of commercial pulp, the Government has 
lately been conducting experiments along the line of substituting 
bamboo plant and bamboo grass. When the young bamboo plant 
is fresh and green it is most pliable, and makes, so say the experts 
who have been conducting the tests, the best kind of pulp. The 
success of these experiments will be welcomed by the trade in 
general, for while not, perhaps, practicable in this country, they 
can be made applicable to other climes where there is plenty of 
bamboo but no spruce. W. E. T. 


The Paper Industry in Greece. 


Consul General George Horton, of Athens, writes that the 
paper industry has not made much progress in Greece, although 
the first mill was established there thirty years ago. 

There are only two paper mills worthy of mention in the en- 
tire kingdom. The larger one manufactures paper from rags 
and refuse paper, from cellulose imported from Hamburg and 
from “hatzstaff”’ from Dresden. The cellulose costs from 15 to 
25 marks (mark=238 cents) the 100 kilos (kilo=2 1-5 
pounds), the “hatzstaff” 11 marks the 100 kilos. The yearly output 
of the company is 1,000 tons, mainly wrapping paper, cardboard, 
etc. The Greek Government has protected this industry since its 
foundation by imposing a duty tax on all goods likely to compete 
with the domestic company’s product. The raw material is ad- 
mitted free.
